Although be Is entitled to an office and 
itaff at the Pentagon, It Is doubtful if Mac- 
Arthur will us* them, or resume, relations 
with the top men In the defense department. 
It would be embarrassing to him and to them, 
for he has outranked them all at one time 
or another \a his career. 

Moreover, ifiwmuch as his ^reneral views 
oh "a national delense" policy seem to run 
counter to theirs, at least officially. It would 
be rather difficult for him to cooperate
